ſouthern parts of France, &. has perplexed ſome 


eminent members of the academy of ſciences at 


Paris; but is well accounted for by Boerhaave, in 
his Chymiſtry, page 192. In the firſt volume of the 
Medical Obſervations of London, is a remarkable 


caſe of ſcorbutic ulcers, in the legs of an old cler- 


gyman, being removed by the ute of lime-water, 
after almoſt every other application had been tried 


for ſeveral years without ſucceſs. |
